would have won, but that there 
had ‘been a great change and it 
was “confidently expected’ that 
the Liberal government would be 
returned? Well, they’re trying 
the same game in Ontario. The 
C.C.F. has gone back, they say. 
But as the Old Timer says on the 
radio, Brother, “that aint the way 
I heerd it!” We had a talk with 
Ted Jolliffe about the situation 
when we were in Ottawa last week. 
I don’t think the serious-minded 
lawyer who is the C.C.F. leader in 
Ontario is capable of wishful 
thinking or blissful optimism. He 
didn’t hold the job of legal coun- 
sel for the Canadian Daily News- 
papers’ Association by going 
around with his head in the clouds. 
He gets down to cases. I have no 
intention of revealing everything 
Jolliffe told us because it might 
prove interesting to Mr, Drew. But 
don’t Iet anyone tell you that the 
C.C.F. has slipped any in Ontario. 
It has gained, in membership, in 
organization; in prestige. It will 
poll more votes than it did in 1943, 
It is recognized as providing the 
only hope for the defeat of black 
reactionary Toryism in Ontario 
and progressive elements in city 
and country are rallying to it.

Prospects for the federal elec- 
tion are better than ever, too. 
British Columbia will make im- 
portant gains. Saskatchewan has 
strengthened its position. The 
record of the C.C.F. government 
has solidified the C.C.F. support 
in the neighboring province and 
there is little doubt that the whole 
twenty seats will go to the C.C.F. 
in the federal election, Manitoba, 
which now has two C.C.F. mem- 
bers in parliament, will elect sev- 
eral more. Ontario will send just 
as big a contingent to Ottawa as 
it has in’ the provincial house. 
(Ontario provincial and federal 
sents nearly correspond, there are 
ninety provincial and cighty-two 
federal), Nova Scotia will send 
some C.C.F. members—to_Ottawa 
in addition to Clarie Gila who 
wil] have a walk-away in his seat.

OTTAWA—tThe Honourable C. 
D. Howe speaking to the Annual

The Canadian 
National is the only railway ac- 
tively engaged in shipbuilding, 
and since the war its shipyards 
have built four minesweepers and 
cleven 10,000-ton freighters. 
National Railways Munitions 
Ltd., has the best and most up-to- 
date munitions plant in the coun- 
try at Point St. Charles in Que- 
bec where various types of arma- 


ments including powerful 4” Na- 
val guns are made. 
The C.N.R. shops in various 


parts of the country manufacture, 
for the use of the Company, all 
sorts of equipment, even to heavy 
rolling stock. Canadian National 
Telegraphs -have handled more 
than 55,000,000 telegraph and 
cable messages since war began, 
Prove Efficiency 

Stocks are held by the C.N.R. 
in nearly 100 subsidiary and affili- 
ated companies including Trans- 
Canada Airlines. 

The very magnitude of these 
projects, the wide range of enter- 
prises they cover, and the high 
degree of efficiency with which 
they are carried on is proof posi- 
tive (if any were needed) that the 
public can own and efficiently 
operate large industries just as 
well or better than. private capi- 
talism. 

As Canadians know, the Cana- 
dian National Railway has not al- 
ways been a publicly owned enter- 
prise. It only became such after 
two private companies (the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Northern) 
had completely failed and had he- 
come white elephants for their 
bondholders and_ shareholders. 

For many years the C.N.R. was 
not able to get its head above the 
waters of the financial mess into 
which it had been thrown by the 
two old companies. Sound and 
efficient management have re- 
tired a large part of that old debt 
A still gteater portion has been 
refunded by the Dominion govern- 
ment at lower rates of interest. 
During 1944, for example, the 
C.N.R. net funded debt was re- 
duced by $6,998,460 and a fur- 
ther $107,.708,106 was refunded 
from private holdings to Dominion 
rovernment bonds. There is still, 
however, $629,453, 905.93 in pri- 
vate debt. 

Profits for Public Treasury 

The operating tevenue last 
year amounted to the staggering 
total of $441,147,000.G0, the 
highest in the company’s his- 
tory. After all operating ex- 
penses had been met, reserves 
set aside and interest and debt 
payments made, the C.N.R. turn- 
ed back $23,026,924.35 to the 
public treasury. Because the sys- 
tem is publicly-owned the peo- 
ple of Canada will have $23 mil- 
lion leas taxes to pay this year. 

Of course these high earnings 
were not confined to the C.N.R.

The  privately- 
owned C.P.R., for: example, ac- 
cording to its Annual statement, 
made a profit of $22,957,048, a 
similar amount to that made by 
the C.N.R. There is a vast dif- 
ference, however, between the two 
sums. Whereas the profits of the 
C.N.R. belong to all the people of 
Canada, the profits of the’ C.P.R. 
belong to a comparatively few pri- 
vate shareholders. 
Interesting Disclosure 
A further interesting disclo- 
sure made in the C.P.R.’s an- 
nual statement is that only 12.98 
per cent of its stock is owned 
by Canadians, The remaining 
88.02 per cent of its stock is 
held by shareholders in other 
countries and the dividends are 


MRS. STRUM TELLS 
B.C. CONVENTION 
CCF GOVT SUCCESS 


VANCOUVER (CPA)—For the 
first time in its history, Saskatche- 
wan has a government which sees 
the province as a whole, declared 
Mrs. Gladys Strum, president of 
the Saskatchewan Section of the 
C.C.F., when she spoke to dele- 
gates and visitors to the 12th an- 
nual convention of the B.C.-Yukon 
section of the C.C.F., on April 13 
in the Mayfair Room, Hotel Van- 
couver. 

In an hour-long address,’she out- 
lined the accomplishments and fu- 
ture plans of the C.C.F. provincial 
government. Mrs. Strum almost 
gained a seat in the government 
herself in the election last year, 
losing out to ex-Premier Patter- 
son by only six votes. 

Fine Health Program 

“We are most proud of the. fact 
that the government has gone a 
lone way to implementing its 
health program,” said Mrs. Strum 
as she told how the government 
is aiding the people who need it 
most, the old age _ pensioner, 
widows and their dependents, the 
blind and permanently disabled, 
and wards of the government. 


These people no longer need to 
wait for a doctor or hospital ac- 
commodation. The health cards 
issued to them gains them immedi- 
ate attention at the expense of 
the province. The government 
also plans free health care for 
mental patients and free cancer 
treatment, including surgery for 
all those afflicted with this dread 
disease. 

Comparing Saskatchewan's per 
capita annual income of $421 with 
British Columbia’s $750, Mrs. 
Strum stated the former province’s 
economy is particularly vulner- 
able to crop failure and price fluc- 
tuations. Nevertheless, she be- 
lieved that “there is nothing you 
cannot do if you put your hearts 
and minds to it.” 

Seed Grain Debt 


She recounted the deplorable 
conditions experienced during the 
drouth years which had saddled 
the province with a large seed 
grain debt. Speaking of the pres- 
ent controversy between the Sas- 
atchewan government and _ the 
federal treasury, Mrs. Strum stat- 
ed that the real issue is not the 
seed grain debt but ‘whether or 
not the federal government will be 
able to rob ys of revenue.” ‘She 
believed the federal government 
intends to cripple the Saskatche- 
wan C.C.F. government. 

During the severe drouth:years 
farmers had keen forced to sell 
their cattle at one-cent:to one and 
n quarter cents a pound while buy- 
ing seed grain at peak prices ranhg- 
ine up to $1.45 a bushel on notes 
which have bearing sccunuletins 
interest year after year. . 
The C.C.F. government’s soliey 
for settling the seed grain debt 
was that proposed by the Associa-

When a farmer buys a ticket 
to travel from Red Deer to Ed- 
monton, a wealthy financier liv- 
ing in luxury in a mansion on 5th 
Avenue in New York City, has a 
mysterious magic process which 
enables him to extract from the 
farmer part of the purchase price 
of the ticket. The secret is that 
that financier is a C.P.R. stock- 
holder. When the C.C.F. is elect- 
ed it will put an end to his magic, 
by bringing the C.P.R., like the 
C.N.R., under public ownership. 


tion of Municipalities. That is, 
that the farmers would pay half of 
their debt and the federal govern- 
ment would cancel the remainder. 
However, Finance Minister IIsley 
demanded 100 cents on the dollar. 
Security for Farmers 


Outlining the C.C.F. govern- 
ment’s steps to assure security for 
the farmers, Mrs. Strum said that 
two important steps, crop insur- 
ance and marketing boards, must 
wait action by the federal govern- 
ment. The provincial government 
has taken steps to protect farm- 
ers against accumulated interest 
in those years of crop failure by 
protecting the family home against 
eviction and by protecting the 
farm income of $6 per acre against 
interest charges. 

Over-Subscribed 


In spite of opposition from the 
banks, the government’s industrial 
bond issue of $1,000,000 was over- 
subscribed by $250,000. Another 
issue will be sold this summer as 
the government plans extension of 
its industrial schemes to utilize 
Saskatchewan resources. Hous- 
ing projects will receive special 
attention. 

Appeals to. Women 

The attractive Saskatchewan 
leader concluded her address with 
a special appeal to women to take 
an active part in politics, which is 
the most important thing in the 
world today. ‘Political action is 


the only safeguard to home and|' 


family life,’ she said. 

Mrs. Strum was introduced to 
the convention meeting by Mrs. 
Dorothy Steeves, M.L.A.  Chair- 
man Tom Alsbury also introduced 
Mrs. Louise Lucas, another C.C.F. 
feminine leader from Saskatche- 
wan. Both Mrs. Strum and Mrs.

Allied military leaders have in- 
timated that V-E :day is not far 


away. General Ike has expressed 

his belief that*the day of victory 

in Europe will be -proclaimed 
when the Red Army joins with 

Western Allied forces somewhere 

in central Germany. Millions of 

war weary people are eagerly 
waiting for.this proclamation. 

Qn.Canada’s Home Front V-day 
may:-be the eleventh of June. That 
is the day‘ set by Prime Minister 
King on which the Canadian peo- 
ple may decide whose Peace it 
shall be: the People’s Peace or the 
Peace of those who own Canada. 
On. that day millions of Canadians 
will decide at the polls on the 
post-war policies of reconstruction 
and choose the men and women 
who will carry them out. The de- 
cisions they make will be as far- 
reaching as the military victories 
won on the bloody battlefields of 
the world. Their choice will affect 
not only themselves, but a genera- 
tion of Canadians yet unborn. It 
is a grave responsibility that will 
call for understanding and cour- 
yage. 

From now until the eleventh of 
June the minds of Canadian elec- 
tors will. be subject to a barrage 
of smoke screens to obscure ‘their 
vision. Every political speech they 
will hear and every political ar- 
ticle they read may well carry 
booby traps and mines. It will be 
a hard test. And the stakes are 
high. 

The greatest obstacle of all’ for 

_ the-average elector. to overcome, :! 
believe, is fear. Next comes preju- 

dice. If they can muster only a 

fraction of that courage which 
‘their sons have displayed on. the 

battlefield, then the Peace terms 
necessary for a better Canada 
will be endorsed. On the other 
hand, if the people of Canada are 
like Lot’s wife and cannot take 
their eyes away from the burning 
Gomorrah behind them—vwell, you 
know what happened to Lot’s wife. 

And speaking of booby traps, I 
was going to point out one that is 
being set by the, Labor Progres- 
sive party. As you know here in 
Ontario we will also choose a new 
provincial government on June

WOMEN'S COUNCIL 


Miss Helen Geddes was _ the 
speaker at the last meeting of the 
Calgary Women’s C.C.F. Council 
held in the Labor Temple when 
she discussed the topic, “Full Em- 
ployment in a Free Society,” as 
planned and outlined by Sir Wil- 
liam Beveridge in a recent pamph- 
let. 

Sir William Beveridge contend- 
ed that if want, squalor, disease 
and ignorance are to be banished, 
it must be by social security which 
rests on full employment. He 
makes a distinction between the 
term “full employment” and 
“high employment or a high de- 
gree of employment” to which 
bankers and_ industrialists make 
reference. 

Miss Geddes pointed out that 
Sir William contended that in 
order to have social security there 
must be central authority for plan- 
Ining full employment, to estimate 
| the resources and manpower, to 
use the latter to the full and to 
place industry where it can be of 
most advantage. Free enterprise 
zould not plan for both profits 
and full employment. Sir Wil- 
liam concurred in the theory that 
unemployment is due to under 
consumption and insufficient capi- 
tal investment. Government sur- 
veys and an investment board were 
therefore necessary. Following 
the singing of O Canada, the presi- 
dent, Mrs. J. A. Johnson, paid 
feeling tribute to the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the members 
sang the “Star Spangled Banner.”

That is the pattern of the next 
war pictured by Air Marshal 
Bishop in his new book ‘Winged 
Peace.” Probably he has taken 
the best method, that of the big 
scare, in seeking to jar people 
out of the nationalism dominant 
in the pre-war world and already 
conspicuous in post-war plans. 

I read the book at about the 
same time the Alberta legislature 
was being used as an instrument 
to give publicity to the Social 
Credit stand_ on post-war world 
organization. Here was a group 
of adult citizens in this sixth 
year of war taking a stand 
against a nation giving up one 
iota of its sovereignty. They 
rejected a C.C.F. amendment 
which declared that making war 
(and by implication the instru- 
ments of war) should be beyond
